James Haggerty 
receives Nicoll Award

The Andover Police Depart- 
ment named Detective Patrol- 
man James Haggerty officer of 
the year for 1995 and presented 
him with the David L. Nicoll 
Award at last month’s police- 
men’s ball. 

“The criteria for the award is 
supposed to be a good all-around 
officer... with a good attitude and 
who is above par on all counts,” 
said Lieutenant John Houlihan, 
detective division commander, 

Detective Haggerty played a 
key role in several cases during 
the past year, including a mur- 
der in which a Clinton man’s 
body was found off Burtt Road in 
Lowell Junction, Another Clin- 
ton man was charged in the case, 

“He was a key factor in solv- 
ing that thing,” Detective Donald 
Pattullo said of his partner, 

Detective Haggerty helped 
solve the arson case at the Sea 
Train restaurant, which 
destroyed two businesses, and an 
arson fire at the Frost Co. on 
Andover Street in Ballardvale. 

“Every one of these cases have 
a critical point and his expertise 
and ability to communicate with 
others was what made these 
come through,” said Detective 


David Grant. “Phe town of 


Andover is lucky to have this 
guy here.” 

“He’s demonstrated a great 
deal of enthusiasm in the divi- 
sion,” Lt. Houlihan said. “He dis- 
plays a lot of interest in the job.” 

_ During the Sea Train investi- 
‘gation, there were, times, when 
detectives were coming to dead 


ends. But Detective Haggerty 
continued talking to people and 
turned up some key information, 
which resulted in two people 
being charged. 

Detective Haggerty resolved 
the arson case at the Frost Co. 
last year, and more recently 
identified four vandals who did 
more than $10,000 worth of dam- 
age to the same building this past 
May. 

He and Detective Pattullo 
worked with Raytheon Co, secu- 
rity in identifying an employee 
accused of abducting a woman in 
Lawrence and assaulting her in 
the Raytheon Co, parking lot ear- 
lier this year. The victim later 
changed her story and charges 
were dropped. 

Career 

Detective Haggerty is a Viet- 
nam veteran with three years in 
the Navy. He worked as a guard 
at Concord State prison for five 
years and at an electronics firm 
in Waltham before joining the 
Andover Police Department in 
March of 1985. He was credited at 
Concord with playing a key role 
in quelling a disturbance at the 
prison using patience and com- 
mon sense in talking it out, 
according to Lt. Houlihan, who 
performed the background check 
on the new recruit. 

Officer Haggerty completed 
academy training and worked 
the 1-9 a.m. shift five years. He 
was then brought into the detec- 
tive division and assigned to the 
Essex County Drug Task Force 
working in Lawrence. He was

Book coming out 
on Andover’s 350th 


The town of Andover is about to 
have its 850th anniversary. To com- 
memorate such an important event, 
the Andover Historical Society plans 
the publication, Andover, A Century of 
Change: 1896-1996. If you haven't 
ordered your book at the discount 
price, do so now. The book will be 
available Oct. 1. 

Here is a selection in a series enti- 
tled “Some Andover Firsts” written by 
Eleanor Motley Richardson, 

Town life 

The first town sewer system con- 
struction began 1898. Town Meeting 
voted $80,000 for the project. The 
Andover Townsman reported in 1898 
that Italians working on the new sew- 
er were being paid 124 cents per hour, 


or 13% cents for experts. The Board of 


Public Works reported in 1903 that 
they had made 367 sewer connections. 

The Eighth Annual Report of the 
Water Commissioners, Jan. 12, 1897, 
States, “The only proper and just way 
to equalize water rates, when more 
than one faucet is used on the same 
premises, is to measure the water 
used.” The first water meters were 
introduced that year. 

A trial week of electric street light- 
ing was conducted in 1889. The first 
contract with Andover Electric for 
electric streetlights was made Sept. 21, 
1891. The contract provided for 31 arc 
lamps at 1200 candle power each, and 
56 incandescents at 25 candle power 


each. Lights would stay on until 12:30 
a.m. Beyond that contract, Town Meet- 
ing had to vote for each new street- 
light to be installed at a cost of $70 per 
year for arc lights, and $16 per year for 
incandescents. Articles for individual 
streetlights were posted on the war- 
rants for years afterward, 

Poles were set for the first electron- 
ic railway (trolley) from Andover to 
Lawrence in 1891. “A horse of contrac- 


tor Locke was left hitched in front of 


the Tyer Rubber Factory. An electric 
car went by and startled the animal. 
The horse did considerable damage to 
the car before anyone could manage to 
settle him down.” 


The first electronic town fire alarm 
system was introduced in 1898, A tele- 
phone was installed between the 
pumping station and the superinten- 
dent’s house for communication in 
case of fire. In its annual report, the 
Water Commission observed, “The 
telephone is also a very great conve- 
nience in the ordinary routine work.” 

The first Park Commission was cre- 
ated in 1898. Town Meeting voted to 


purchase Richardson field, corner of 


Chestnut and Bartlet streets, on 
March 6, 1899, for use as a public park. 
The first bandstand was built in the 
Park in 1910. Pomps Pond was first 
opened to the public August 1, 1923. 
Selectmen were authorized to name 
the streets of the town formally for the 
first time in 1901. The first committee 
members were William Goldsmith, 
Samuel H. Boutwell and John S. Stark. 
They had first begun numbering the

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6-year-old drowns over weekend at Pomps Pond 
Dorchester boy was swimming after hours 


By Don Staruk 

A 6-year-old Dorchester boy 
drowned in Pomps Pond Sunday 
evening while swimming with his fam- 
ily and friends, The pond was closed at 
the time, so no lifeguard was on duty. 
The body of Alberto Brito was found at 
about 10:20 p.m., almost four hours 
after he was reported missing, in about 
10 feet of water. He was pronounced 
dead a short time later at Lawrence 
General Hospital. 

“He was found about 15 yards off the 
pier, to the left of the beach,” Andover 
Police Lt. Phillip Froburg said. 

Alberto had gone to the pond at 
about 6:30 p.m. with his mother, Josefa 
Santiago, 25, of Dorchester, her 
boyfriend, an older brother and a 
group of friends and family they had 
been visiting in Lawrence, according 
to police and fire officials. The older 
brother and other children went to 
swim in the area to the left of the 
beach, but Alberto said he wanted to 
play on the swings, which are to the 
right side of the swimming area, and 
went to do so. About 20 minutes later

the adults noticed Alberto was missing 
and searched for him for 30 to 45 min- 
utes. At 7:35 p.m. his mother went to 
the Andover police station and report- 
ed the child missing. 

Police and fire department boats 
and personnel responded and began a 
water and land search of the area. 
Because they didn’t know if Alberto 
was lost on land or in the water, state 
police K-9 units were called in along 
with divers from the state police and 
the Merrimack Valley Rescue Team, 

Andover’s auxiliary police assisted 
in the land search along with several 
Andover citizens, and the Tewksbury 
Fire Department supplied a unit to 
recharge the divers’ air tanks. A Med- 
Flight helicopter provided a search 
light from above while state police and 
town lights were used to illuminate 
both land and water. Volunteers from 
the Red Cross also responded. 

The boy’s body was found face down 
in the water by divers Tony Forgetta 
and Tom Greenhalgh, both Merrimack 
Valley Rescue members. An autopsy

Hospital confirmed drowning as the 
cause of death, according to police. 
After-hours use 

Lifeguards are on duty at Pomps 
Pond during the summer from 11 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. seven days a week, except the 
last two weeks of August when the 
pond closes at 5 p.m. The procedure is 
to clear out the pond and lock the gate, 
according to Lt. Froburg. 


The group that Alberto was a part of 


parked three cars up by the road, out- 
side the gate, and walked down to the 
pond. Buzz Stapczynski, town manger, 
said he’s not sure what can be done to 
prevent people from using the pond 
after hours. 

“Staff has discussed it and we have 
got some ideas, perhaps signage in 
Spanish and that sort of thing,” Mr. 
Stapcezynski said. 

The Spanish signs would state the 
same message as those in English: that 
the pond is closed, that there is no 
parking and no lifeguard on duty, and 
that trespassers do so at their own risk. 

“Any kind of solution is difficult. 
The park is closed and we know people

go down there and walk dogs, to fish, to 
canoe,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

In the winter people skate and ice 
fish on the pond, he said, and it is fortu- 
nate nothing has happened before this, 
he said. 

The beach meets state-health codes 
according to Mr. Stapezynski and Peg 
Campbell, Community Services pro- 
gram coordinator in charge of swim- 
ming programs at the pond. 

“The town is not required to have an 
accredited swim area, but ours is,” Ms. 
Campbell said this week. 

Ms. Campbell said swim lessons are 
continuing at the pond in the wake of 
the drowning. 

“I’m confident in the people we have 
working down there and the guards,” 
Ms. Campbell said. “It’s a tragedy. No 
matter how you look at it, it’s a 
tragedy.” 

But she said it is also a reminder 
that no one should swim where there 
are no lifeguards on duty. 

“Water (provides) a tremendous 
sense of pleasure, but it’s a tremendous

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Charges filed without finding in bra-waving incident

Charges against Yvonne Nico- 
letti — the Andover High School 
senior arrested last October after 
a bra-waving incident — were 
filed without a finding Monday, 
July 10, in Lawrence District 
Court. 

“That’s not a conviction; 
that’s not an acquittal,” said 
Steve O’Connell, of the Essex 
County district attorney’s office. 
“Should she get into further 
trouble, we would still be able to 
bring this case forward.” 

Both the county district attor- 
ney and the defense attorney 
agreed to accept this filing, said 
Mary Doyle, assistant district 
attorney. No time limit was set 
in the filing, but Ms. Doyle said 
that the case would probably not 
be revived. 

The district attorney's deci- 
sion not to go to trial was based 
on Ms, Nicoletti’s behavior and 
achievements since the arrest, 
Ms. Doyle said. “We believe this 
was the appropriate disposi- 
tion,” said Mr. O’Connell. 

Ms. Nicoletti graduated last 
June in good standing and 


caused no further trouble on 
school property. “Yvonne com- 
pleted school without any inci- 
dents and was a model school cit- 
izen from that time on,” said 
Tim Thomas, AHS principal. 

Mr. Thomas was not involved 
in the district attorney’s deci- 
sion, according to Ms. Doyle. 
Reports published earlier this 
week erroneously stated that it 
was Mr. Thomas’ decision not to 
further pursue the criminal case. 

“Certainly I didn’t make a 
decision not to pursue it,” Mr. 
Thomas said Monday. He was 
present at the time of arrest, and 
at that time said Ms. Nicoletti’s 
actions were disturbing the edu- 
cation of least 400 students. 

The arrest 

Ms. Nicoletti was arrested last 
fall as she stood on The Rock — 
outside the front door of 
Andover High School — waving 
her brassiere over her head. 
Charged with “disturbance of 
schools,” she spent about three 
hours in a jail cell at the police 
station before being released on 
bail. 

Her actions came after Ellen 
Parker, assistant principal, 


Ms. Parker also gave Ms. Nicoletti the 
option of going home to change. Ms. Nicoletti 
left, but instead of going home, she returned 
to class. 

Her parents were then contacted and Ms. 


asked Ms. Nicoletti to either change or cover 
her shirt. Ms. Parker considered Ms. Nicolet- 
ti’s shirt — a White Zombie, rock band, T- 
shirt featuring a cartoon drawing of two 
clothed, large-breasted women — “inappropri- 


ate” for school. (Continued on page 11)

Nicoletti left the 
school area with 
them. Her parents 
returned her to the 
school an hour later, 
“realizing that I was 
right and would nev- 
er be able to respect 
myself if I couldn’t 
stand up for my 
beliefs,” stated Ms. 
Nicoletti after the 
arrest. 

First Amendment 
rights 

Disputed by the 
district attorney and 
defense attorney was 
the role of the First 
Amendment in the 
case. According to 
both Ms. Doyle and 
the Andover Police 
Department, Ms. 
Nicoletti’s rights to 
free speech and to 
wear the shirt were 
not factors in her 
arrest. 

“That wasn’t my 
call,” said Patrolman 
Robert Cronin, the 
arresting officer. 
“When we arrived at 
the scene at the 
request of the princi- 
pal, there was clear- 
ly a disruption in 
progress.” 

He asked Ms. 
Nicoletti to leave, 
but he said she 
refused, stating that 
she wanted to stay 
until she had her 
picture taken. 

“She was placed 
under arrest because 
she was disruptive,” 
said Officer Cronin.

process at the school 
was in violation of 
state law. 

She was suspend- 
ed from school, but

“They tried to 
make the distur- 
bance act a First 
Amendment issue, 
and they are two sep- 
arate issues,” said 
Ms. Doyle.

Four police cruis- 
ers responded to the 
scene. 


Ms. Nicoletti 
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agreed to the filing 
as it was presented 
by the district attor- 
ney — with no condi- 
tions of probation or 
change of plea. 


“She was delight- 
ed. Effectively, the 
case has been 
thrown out,” said 
Mr. Doniger.

Juliet Mofford edits new book on Salem witch trials 


Discovery Enterprises of Carlisle has pub- 
lished its newest book on issues of American 
history in its Perspectives on History Series. 
Cry “Witch!”: The Salem Witch Trials of 1692 
consists of original period documents select- 
ed, edited and interpreted by Juliet Haines 
Mofford, an Andover resident. 

Ms. Mofford, formerly a teacher and refer- 
ence librarian at Stevens Memorial Library 
in North Andover, is cultural director for 
the Lowell Historic Preservation Commis- 
sion. She has published three other books on 
Merrimack Valley history, two of which 
received national awards from the Ameri- 
can Association for State and Local History. 

Ms. Mofford has been researching the 
Salem trials since discovering Andover’s 
significant role in the witchcraft episode 
while working on And Firm Thine Ancient 
Vow, The History of North Parish/North 
Andover. She has directed a panel on the 
Andover connection to the Trials of 1692 at 
Salem College’s Tercentenary Conference 
and lectures at historical societies for the 
New England Heritage Center Speakers 
Bureau. 

Her article about Andover’s own “Queen 
of Hell,” Martha Allen Carrier, was pub- 
lished in The Eagle-Tribune as part of her 
biographical series during the Bicentennial. 
Her feature articles on education, history 
and travel have been published in The New 
York Times, Christian Science Monitor, 
Chicago Tribune, Tropic Magazine, and 
Travel/ Holiday. She was a stringer for The 
Boston Globe and Scholastic Teacher maga- 
zines. 

Few realize that more people were arrest- 
ed as witches in 1692 from Andover than 
from any other town. Andover also had the 
highest number of witchcraft confessions as 
well as the most children accused of what 
was then a capital crime. Cry “Witch!” 
includes excerpts from local cases such as 
Mary Osgood, the deacon’s wife, one of the 
women arrested at Andover’s Touch Test; 
William Barker, who claimed he was tempt- 
ed by Satan because he had trouble support- 
ing his “great family”; Samuel Wardwell, 
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who had a reputation for fortune- 
telling; and Mary Allen Toothaker, 
who made a deal with the Devil so he 
would protect her family from 
Native American attacks. Here, also, 
is the heartbreaking testimony of 7%-

Jaime Weida, daughter of 
Dr. Alexandria Weida of 
Skopelos Circle, is one of 35 
Boston University team mem- 
bers who will create a satellite, 
the first of its kind at the uni- 
versity. The satellite will be 
launched into space in the 
spring of 1997 from Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base near Lom- 
poc, Calif. 

Working at the Center for 
Space Physics at Boston Uni- 
versity, Ms. Weida and her 
team were awarded a $4.1 mil- 
lion grant from the University 
Space Research Association to 
launch the satellite into space. 

Boston University competed 
against 66 proposals from 438 
teams, representing collabora- 
tions among universities, 
industrial enterprises and gov- 
ernment laboratories nation- 
wide. 

Boston University’s satel- 
lite, known as TERRIERS, for 
Tomographic Experiment 
using Radiative Recombina- 
tive Ionospheric EUV and 
Radio Sources, uses a combi- 
nation of ground-based and 
space instruments to make 
daily, global upper-atmospher- 
ic measurements. TERRIERS 
data will provide a new and 
invaluable view of many of the 
physical processes going on in 
the earth’s atmosphere and 
near-space environment. 

The USRA, a private agency 
that serves as a_ liaison 
between universities and the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, devel- 
oped the Student Explorer pro- 
gram to show that high-quality 
space missions can be accom- 
plished quickly at a lower cost 
by utilizing students and 
entry-level scientists. Boston 
University graduate and 
undergraduate students are an 
integral part of the instrument 
development, assembly, test- 
ing and mission operations of 
the satellite. 

Ms. Weida is a sophomore 
majoring in astrophysics. The 
1994 graduate of Andover High 
School designed all the produc- 
tion materials for the presenta- 
tion of TERRIERS and is 
responsible for the spacecraft’s 
electronics.

The reassignment is the fourth 
departure of a top school department 
administrator in as many months, 
including Sam Campbell, West Middle 
School principal; Debra Dunn, Ban- 
croft School principal; and Denise Lit- 
tlefield, acting assistant superinten- 
dent. But Mr. Thomas insisted that his 
departure was not related to any of the 
others. 

“T think it’s important that it’s 
understood clearly that Dick Neal has 
been very supportive of Andover High 
School and my principalship, and that 
this was a personal decision and a 
choice that I made,” Mr. Thomas said. 

“It’s been a positive relationship. 
He’s supported the High School and me 
as an assistant superintendent and as 
superintendent.

Early figures: decreased class sizes

The School Committee expressed 
satisfaction with its anticipated enroll- 
ment numbers for the 1995-1996 school 
year at its July 11 meeting, apparently 
believing the numbers verify the effec- 
tiveness of the redistricting plan it 
approved this winter. 


Parents were upset in January when 
Dick Muller, Susan Dalton and Lloyd 
Willey approved the plan 3-2 despite 
requests to delay a vote until parents 
could review the plan. 

Ms. Dalton, committee chairwoman, 
did caution that the July 5 figures are 
“soft figures at best.” School officials 
usually are hesitant to place too much 
support on July numbers because 
many families move in and out of 
school- house districts during the sum- 

Les 9 Yee 
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school opens in September there will 
be 1,333 students at Andover High 
School; 1,325 students in the two middle 
schools; and 2,718 students at the four 
elementary and one primary school. 

The committee unanimously voted 
to add an additional first-grade teacher 
at Sanborn School, decreasing the aver- 
age, first-grade class size there from 26 
students to 19.5 students. 

This addition means there will not 
be an average class size for any grade 
larger than 24.6 students at any of the 
elementary schools. 


The largest average class size for a 
middle-school grade is 26.6, for Doherty 
Middle School’s seventh grade.

David Birnbach, committee mem- 
ber, said the schools need to accommo- 
date Mr. Thomas and he said that he is 
glad to see him stay in the system and 
rejoin the staff at AHS. 

“We need to support his personal 
decision,” Mr. Birnbach said. 

The major challenges the High 
School faces in the next 12 months are 
increasing enrollments, financial con- 
straints and implementation of a multi- 
million dollar computer plan, accord- 
ing to Mr. Birnbach.

Mr. Neal is ready to choose one candi- 
date for the job, as he indicated he is, 
she is ready to support him.

The assistant superintendent is 
appointed by the School Committee, 
but usually with the consent of the 
superintendent, since the superinten- 
dent is the one who works with the 
assistant.

The worst-case scenario is that the 
School Committee will not be able to 
come to a consensus and the search 
will have to be started all over again, 
Ms. Dalton said.

The superintendent search commit- 
tee narrowed a field of candidates to 
four, which it passed on to Mr. Neal 
and an “administrators’ council,” 
according to Ms. Dalton. The adminis- 
trators’ council then met with the four 
candidates and recommended to Mr. 
Neal two candidates the council felt 
were best qualified for the job: Mary 
Ellen Correa, of Brownsville, Texas; 
and Marinel McGrath, of Newburyport. 
The council then left it up to Mr. Neal 
to decide which one he favored. 


Mr. Neal asked individual School 
Committee members to call him after 
they had interviewed the candidates in 
the hope of gaining a consensus for one 
candidate before last Wednesday's 
meeting. He was ready to choose one, 
but his concern was that he didn’t want 
to publicly name a person if the com- 
mittee was not going to approve it. He 
wanted to spare the candidate that 
embarrassment, according to more 
than one committee member. But he 
didn’t get a consensus. 


“Several School Committee mem- 
bers said they were not prepared to 
vote, that they were not particularly 
enthusiastic about a candidate,” Ms. 
Girdwood said. 
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Not ready to appoint assistant superintendent 


Ms. Girdwood was the only one 
ready to vote last week. Mr. Muller said 
he was not ready to vote. Susan Dalton 
was absent, but had talked with Mr. 
Neal. 

“T told him that I thought each can- 
didate has positive things and that I 
had some reservations as well,” Ms. 
Dalton said. 


David Birnbach said it was “a tim- 
ing thing.” It was his understanding 
that it was simply a matter of not hav- 
ing enough time between the inter- 
views and being asked for a decision, 
and not one of not being able to reach a 
consensus on a candidate. He was not 
ready to vote last week, Mr. Birnbach 
said. He said the next move is for Mr. 
Neal to make his recommendation.

Mr. Willey said he and Mr. Neal dis- 
cussed the candidates on the phone 
after the interviews and agreed that 
there were two who were “viable,” Ms. 
Correa and Ms. McGrath. Mr. Neal had 
no strong sense for either excluding 
one or favoring the other, he said. 

“T’m going to support a choice that 
Dick Neal comes up with,” Mr. Willey 
said. 


It was suggested that maybe the 
entire search process would have to be 
started over again, according to Ms. 
Girdwood, but she thinks that is pre- 
mature. She would like to take action 
on the existing finalists before expand- 
ing the search or starting it over, she 
said. 


Ms. Girdwood said she is prepared 
to support whichever candidate Mr.

Needing leadership 

Ms. Girdwood and committee mem- 
ber Mr. Birnbach said they are anxious 
to get another administrator in place to 
help teachers and administrators deal 
with several issues, including curricu- 
lum changes, staff development, school 
construction projects and the replace- 
ment of two principals, one for the 
High School and the other for Bancroft 
Elementary School. 


“They need direction. They need a 
leader,” Ms. Girdwood said.

Tim Thomas, High School principal 
since 1991, announced last week that he 
will not accept a new contract and will 
instead return to teaching science at 
the school. 


Debra Dunn resigned as principal of 
Bancroft Elementary School earlier 
this month to take a job elsewhere. 
That job has been advertised and Mr. 
Neal expects to appoint a new principal 
there by mid-August, according to Ms. 
Dalton. 


Sam Campbell wes not offered a new 
contract as principal at West Middle 
School this year, but his position has 
been filled, and principal contract 
negotiations have been completed for 
all other schools, Ms. Dalton said. 

Ms. Dalton said administrative 
workshops are ongoing and the interim 
principal for the High School is in 
place. And curriculum work and pro- 
fessional development are done year to 
year. 


“T think we’re in pretty good shape 
as far as start-up of school,” Ms. Dalton 
said. 

But even if the committee decides 
not to fill the assistant superintendent 
position permanently, it will have to be 
filled temporarily while its responsibil- 
ities are assigned to other positions, 
she said. 


“If it is not filled by one of the final- 
ists, we would definitely have to have 
an interim,” Ms. Dalton, said.

A fast 
appointment 


Dick Neal, superintendent of 
schools, currently has a plate heaped 
and overflowing with chores and 
duties. And he’s facing the chores 
without an assistant. Here are some 
of the duties he’s looking at right 
now: 

e Running Andover High School 
without Tim Thomas at its head; 

¢ Dealing with school opening and 
so much construction to worry about 
at AHS: 

¢ Dealing with new curriculum at 
Andover High School; 

¢ Dealing with construction at oth- 
er schools; 

e Working with a new principal at 
West Middle School; 

e Looking for a new principal for 
Bancroft School; 

¢ Helping an acting principal at 
Andover High; 

e Perhaps looking for a new assis- 
tant principal to replace now-acting 
principal Ellen Parker at the High 
School. 

¢« Implementing a multi-million 
dollar computer plan. 

And those are just some of Super- 
intendent Neal’s pressing duties he’s 
currently facing without an assistant 
superintendent to help him. 

In fact, there is some talk of elimi- 
nating the assistant-superintendent 
position altogether, which would be 
a grave mistake at this time. 

The School Committee elected Mr. 
Neal as the man who will run the 
scheols. And evén though it is the 
School Committee’s final say on who 
is hired as his assistant superinten- 
dent, since they put their trust in 
him, and because the assistant 
superintendent is a person with 
whom he must be able to work well, 
the committee should look to Mr. 
Neal’s recommendation for the posi- 
tion. And that should happen as fast 
as possible. Last week would have 
been best. 

School Committeewoman Tina 
Girfiwood tried to speed up the pro- 
cess, but she didn’t receive the neces- 
sary support from the other commit- 
tee members, who said they weren't 
ready to act on the appointment. 

We urge the School Committee to 
make the appointment of assistant 
superintendent as soon as possible.

Andover bikers write of 4,200-mile trip 


[Editor’s note; Andover residents 
Spencer Pickard and Will Lowry are 
on a 70-day, 4,200-mile bike trip from 
Portland, Maine, to Washington state. 
The two Andover High School gradu- 
ates (1991), who recently received their 
degrees from the University of Ver- 
mont, were the subject of Editor Perry 
Colmore’s column June 22, page 30. 
They wrote the following letter last 
week to the Townsman.) 

Editor, Townsman: 

We are 1,350 miles into our trip, 
which places us in Wabash, Ind. Last 
night we stayed here and watched 
their fireworks display, a bit less 
exciting than Andover’s. 

However, we learned a bit about 
Wabash, for instance, Crystal Gayle 
was born here and Wabash was the 
first city to be lit electrically. 

That’s what it’s all about, meeting 


people and learning new things in 
every town and city we stop in. 

Other events which have occurred 
along the way include Will waking 
up about 20 angry campers in New 
York shouting, “Oh, my gosh, a 
bear,” and it turns out it was just a 
big stump. 

Also, we were questioned by the 
New York state police after the Con- 
servatory Club of Franklinville, 
N.Y., was broken into, Our tent was 
set up only 50 feet from the window 
they used to get in. 

The hardest parts of the trip have 
been the White Mountains. We went 
over the Kangamangus Pass, which 
seemed like an eternity to peddle 
over. 

In addition, we have run into bike 
trouble, blowing five or six tires, and 
Will bent his fetszer valve, which 
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seems to be unique to Will’s bike 
because no bike store had seen or 
heard of it. That's where Jon Bicknel 
of Andover stepped in. Over the 
phone he told us how to remove the 
wheel cones and use our chain tool to 
fix the broken fetszer. 

Other than those few problems the 
trip has been great. We have had two 
days of rain, the rest being hot and 
sunny, and no health problems. 

We have been averaging 70 miles a 
day with our biggest day being 112 
miles through Ohio. The western 
part of Ohio is flat and straight, mak- 
ing for easy riding. We will keep you 
updated and send pictures next time. 
Until then we will be following a lit- 
tle philosophy we tapped into along 
the way, “Have a good time all the 
time.”

Sarah is safe, but what about her family?

“Sarah is safe.” 

That's what Sarah’s mother told 
me last week at Sarah’s funeral. 

Most of you don’t know Sarah, or 
her family. She 
lived in Essex. A 
21-year-old 
senior at Dart- fae 
mouth College, it Baa 
seemed Sarah 
had a good head 
start at life. Both 
of her parents 
love her very 
much, she was 
an excellent stu- 
dent, and Dart- 
mouth College said she was, perhaps, 
the best woman athlete the college 
ever had. She was an All-lvy League 
selection in field hockey, ice hockey 
and lacrosse. She shared this year’s 
Outstanding Female Athlete award. 
She was an All-American in lacrosse 
and she was a leader in the Dart- 
mouth’s lacrosse and ice hockey 
teams for league championships this 
year. 

Sarah killed herself last week. I 
am sure no one knows why. No one 
ever does with suicide. So we are left 
wondering why. 

My son was one of Sarah’s many 
friends. He called me last week, 
exactly a minute after I had sent to 
the printer the last page of the 
Townsman on Wednesday. 

“Mom, I have bad news,” he 
began. 

My heart sank. I started doing 


inventory about what it could be. 

“Is the paper finished?” said my 
son, who doesn’t remember his 
mother without a newspaper dead- 
line. 

“Yes, just,” I said. 

“Sarah Devens killed herself Mon- 
day.” 

At her service, we sang. 

“Love divine, all loves excelling, 

Joy of heaven, to 

earth come down, fix in us thy 

humble dwelling, all thy 

faithful mercies crown. Jesus, thou 

art all compassion, 

pure, unbounded love thou art; 

visit us 

with thy salvation, enter every 

trembling heart.” 

I arrived at the memorial service 
last Thursday at 10:10 for an 11 a.m. 
service, Thinking I was too early, I 
decided to drive past the Episcopal 
Church, St. John’s in Beverly Farms. 
But I stopped and parked because I 
could see it already was crowded. In 
fact, there already was a line of 
mourners from the church to the 
street. By the time my part of the line 
reached the inside of the church, 
there was standing-room only. Actu- 
ally, my son, a friend and I managed 
to get three seats in the choir loft up 
front. 

“The Lord is my shepherd; 

I shall not want. 

He maketh me to lie down in green 

pastures; 

He leadeth me beside the still 

waters. 

He restoreth my soul.” 


There were hundreds of souls and 
hearts that needed and still do need 
restoring over Sarah’s death. Hers 
was a good funeral. Everyone who 
spoke knew her well, including the 
former headmaster of St. Paul’s 
School, an ordained minister who 
was headmaster at that school when 
Sarah was there, before Dartmouth. 

Like Sarah’s lacrosse coach from 
Dartmouth and the other speakers, 
the reverend delivering the eulogy 
told Sarah-stories. The speakers 
made us laugh and they made us cry. 
The hymns and Bible readings 
slogged loose some emotion from the 
congregation, too, so the funeral 
accomplished its goal: It moved us 
toward closure, we gave thanksgiv- 
ing for the life of Sarah, and we were 
sharing grief and remembering to 
tell each other, especially our chil- 
dren, that we love them. 

“Father Mother God, in the quiet of 

this morning hour 

I come to you for peace, for 

wisdom,” we prayed. 

“Power to view the world today 

through love-filled eyes. 

Be patient, understanding, gentle, 

wise 

To see beyond what seems to be 

And know thy children as thou 

knowest them 

And so naught but the good to 

anyone behold. 

Make deaf my ears to slander that 

is old. 

Silence my tongue to aught that is 

unkind,

We spent a truly memorable day with 
people from all over the U.S. and the Western Hemi- 
sphere, representing many tribes. A peaceful feeling 
of spiritual uplift was everywhere, and the message 
was brotherly love, reverence for Indian heritage, 
and above all, a reminder to cherish our kids. We 
were received with warm courtesy, and our friendly 
little girl was given smiles, pats, and even a few spe- 
cial gifts as her many questions were answered with 
kindly respect. Prices for everything, from admis- 
sion to food to items for sale, were incredibly reason- 
able. 

As we witnessed the dignified solemnity of the 
spiritual dances, accompanied by stirring Native 
chanting and drumming, the recent controversy over 
the AHS logo came to mind and really hit home. No 
one who sees the reverence with which Native Amer- 
icans dance and use their sacred items, including 
feathers, rattles, and animal artifacts, could fail to be 
moved toward a better understanding of how they 
might feel when such objects and the Native Ameri- 
can image itself are used in a secular manner by 
even well-intentioned non-natives. I don’t consider 
myself particularly over-sensitive, but as a Christian 
and regular churchgoer, I can imagine how I'd feel if 
some non-Christian organization decided to use the 
“Golden Saviors” as a logo, complete with the cross 
or a Chalice with host to inspire team spirit at sport- 
ing events. 

I sincerely hope that some of your readers will 
take the opportunity to attend one of the many pow- 
wows held each year all around New England. It was 
a fascinating and eye-opening experience for all of 
us. As for the recent exchange of letters regarding 
someone’s roots, I don’t wish to denigrate anyone’s, 
but let’s face it: our Native American neighbors have 
roots that make all the rest of us the new kids in town 
by comparison.

Let only thoughts that bless dwell in 

my mind...” 

“Sarah is safe, Perry,” her mother 
said twice to me, perhaps suggesting it 
as a mantra for anyone who cared to 
use it. 

I found myself saying it several 
times the day of her funeral, and even 
today. I hope her family will be safe. 

But I am worried about one message 
I don’t think the funeral delivered, No 


one talked about suicide not being a 
good solution. Perhaps that isn’t an 
easy message to fit into a “service of 
thanksgiving for the life of Sarah McK- 
night Devens,” as the order of service 
was titled. It would have been awk- 
ward to talk about other solutions, to 
say suicide is forever, that there have 
to be other solutions. But Sarah was 
such a special young woman, as all 
there said, that if a young person were 
on the edge, emotionally in bad trou- 
ble, this service could be interpreted as 


a good alternative to living, so much 
attention did she receive after suicide. 

Suicide is not a good alternative, for 
we no longer have Sarah in our lives. 
She’s in our hearts forever, but we can- 
not sit with her, share with her, watch 
her unbelievably coordinated body 
take a ball down the field into the net. 
We can’t hear her laugh, listen to her 
tease her teammates, see the wonderful 
sparkle that had been in her eyes since 
she was a tiny little girl. 

We miss Sarah. We thank her par- 


ents and God for 21 years of her. 


But we wish we had more. We wish 
to tell others: Suicide is not the way. If 
you are that troubled, tell a friend, 
your parents, your clergy, the 
Samaritan hotline. Tell us. 

People will help. There is another 
way; we have to believe that. If some- 
one is talking to you about suicide, 
don’t agree to keep that secret. Tell | 
someone who can help.

Pop the question 
creatively 


Most couples get engaged in February, 
the month for valentines. However, you 
may be surprised to learn which month 
comes in second. 

The people at American Greetings Crea- 
ta-Card have compiled information sug- 
gesting that October was the second most 
popular choice among Americans popping 
the big question in 1994. How did they 
learn this? By looking at the buying habits 
of suitors choosing “Will You Marry Me?” 
cards produced on their 10,000 machines 
around the country. The cards allow 
senders to personalize and print cards at 
the simple touch of a keyboard screen. 
More than 45,000 Americans used the cards 
to propose marriage last year. 

While the company doesn’t record the 
suitors’ names and messages, the machine 
usage can reveal interesting trends. For 
instance, Texas led the field with nearly 11 
percent of all “Will You Marry Me?” cards 
purchased nationwide. California was a 
close second with almost nine percent. Peo- 
ple in all 50 states as well as Washington, 
D.C. used the proposal cards in ‘94. 

“Coming up with an unusual way to 
propose marriage is a part of the ‘90s,” says 
Jack Chojnacki, CreataCard’s vice presi- 
dent of creative and worldwide marketing. 
“Nowadays, it’s an event in itself, but for 
those who can’t afford to hire a skywriter 
or put up a billboard on Times Square, 
these cards provides a way to pop the ques- 
tion that is unique, but doesn’t cost a for- 
tune.” 

So, for those plagued with tongue-tied 
nerves and on-your-knees stage fright, 
there’s a way to ask for her hand as elo- 
quently as when practiced before a mirror 
and the card is the perfect cure for a raging 
case of speechlessness.

+ Determine how much you can afford 
to spend daily (subtract travel and hotel 
costs; divide the remainder by the number 
of days you'll be away) and prioritize what 
you want to do with your funds.

That's important 
because the size of the negatives can deter- 
mine the quality and enlargement of the 
prints.

Ask about starting and finishing times.

* Over-moisturizing makes hair very 
limp. Hair that is over-proteined will be 
brittle and hard. Clarifying shampoos are 
the answer. 

* Mousses work best by adding fullness 
and giving hair a lift. If you apply at the 
scalp, it can produce more fullness when 
damp hair is blown dry. A firm-hold hair 
spray will help keep fine hair in place. 

* Generally, curly hair should not be 
brushed unless you intend to straighten it.
